The Situation in Leuisiana and Migelasippl. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

NatcnEz, Miss., Mav 3.—i have just reached 
this point aftera journey uf several days by 
wagon in Teusas and Concordia Parishes, Louis- 
iana. The negroes in these parishes are very 
much disturbed and anxious to leave for Kansas, 
but cannot obtain transportation. I visited a 
cam, of 150, twe miles above Waterproof, in 
Tensas, I asked the negroes: why they were 80 
anxious to go. They answered without excep- 
tion that Teusas was not a safe place for them 
to live in, ‘They were not airaid of being inter- 
fered with at present, but they be- 
lieved there would be more bloodshed at 
the Presidential election, and they desired 
to be away before that time. They told me that 
thousands were working in the fields on day

waited for a boat to carry them, in order to 
flock to the river and go off... They would throw 
down their hoes at a moment’s warning if they 
could hear the whistle calling them.

Vickssuke, Miss., May 8,—Intelligence has 
just been received that Harrison Page, the 
hegre desperado of Claiborne County for whose 
capture there was a reward of $5,000, was shot 
and killed on Thursday morning, the let inst., 
by Frank G. Pierce, an amateur detective from 
this-city. Herrison Page was a noted desperado 
and was charged with the killing of Chancery 
Clerk Driseoé, of Claiborne Countr, last fall. 
Dr. Buck, Sheriff of Claiborne County, received 
information that Harrison Page was concealed 
in a hanse a. few miles from Port Gibson. 
Buck summoned two deputies and started 
for the place of Page’s concealment...

THE FASHIONS. 
DRAWING-ROOM FURNITURE. 
Harper's Basar. 

In furnishing drawing-rooms nothing is set 
and regular. Instead of buying a whole suit 
of furniture, it is the present fancy to buy halt 
a suit, consisting of a sofa, two arm-chairs, and 
two smaller ones, and then to select odd pieces, 
such ag an embroidered chair, an upholstered 
willow chair, an ottoman, a small tete-a-tete 
sofa or confidante, and fancy reception-chairs of 
ebony, gilt, or lacquer for filling up the large 
room. The sofa and chairs of the suit have 
low wide seats, straight backs, and square cor- 
ners. For upholstering these the richest fab- 
rics are the silk plusbes, in stamped patterns 
and also woven, in quaint shades of olive, pea- 
cock blue, maroon, dull red, or old gold. The 
tapestries are also very rich, imitating the beau- 
tifal Gobelm and Aubusson patterns, and there 
is a great deal of brocatelle satin, with heavy 
velours designs raised on satin grounds, Plain 
satin is less used than formerly. indian siiks, 
Persian satins, cashmeres, and raw silks are 
shown, but dealers say frankly that raw silks do 
not wear very well. 

PLAINER PARLORS. 

For small parlors in flats the uvholstering is 
done in plain plush, bordered with wide cross 
bands of contrasting colors, or else figured stuffs 
are used of mixed silk and cotton; these are 
commended because moths will not eat .them, 
and reps are abandoned because they are all 
wool, and are devoured by moths. Raw silk of 
the best qualities is used for parlors of country- 
seats. Jute is less expensive, but is not com- 
mended for covering furuiture, as it does not 
wear well when subjected to hard usage, but is 
liked for curtains, as it is in tasteful and effect- 
ive patterns. Cretonue is also less used for 
country houses than it formerly was, because it 
soon becomes moist and faded; in its stead are 
heavy Irish linens, plain and in damask pat- 
terns.’ These have curtains with borders and 
heavy fringes of the same fabric. 

DINING-ROOMS AND LIBRARIES. 

Mahogany is the most fashionable wood for 
dining-rooms, but walnut and oak are also used; 
the dark-stained mahogapy is preferred for this 
purpose, while the light natural-tinted mahog- 
any is for chamber furniture. The wood-work 
of the dining-room, such as mantels, mirror- 
frames set in the wall, wainscot, and doors, are 
made to match the furniture; indeed, these 
parts of the entire house are considered cabinet- 
work, and are found at furniture warerooms. 
Extension-tables for the dining-room are now 
8q instead of round, and those with 
the leaves folded in—not separate—are much 
lixed. The dining-room chairs are in square 
designs, upholstered with stamped leather or 
plush, or else with cane seats. There is a 
preference for side boards of Queen Anne de- 
sign, but various styles are shown. For plain 
dining-rooms are small English sideboards of 
ash or walnut, with grooved places oa top. 
shelves for holding na, side shelves, and a 
closet for silver; these cost $40 or 
$50. A square extension-tabie to atch 
will cost. $25, and seat. twelve people. hea 
even so plain a sideboard is too costly, young 
housekeepers „ called 83 wag 
on, which is, & ABUL OF. AST shelves, wit 
a smal closet 4 R rt pace ry or 
$20. Side-tables for receiving dishes are formed 
of three shelves that may be iuciosed in one when 
not used. 

Libraries are fitted with mabogany or walnut 
usually. The book-cases are low, and the table 
in the centre of the room issquare; some tables 
have a leaf concealed in one end, by which they 
may be enlarged... Figured stuffs are much used 
for the hangings and furniture coverings in libra- 
ries. Ladies’ desks of light natural-colored 
mahogany are shown in the severest Empire 
styles, with slender round legs and heavy brass 
moldings. Ebony desks are also much used, 
and there are many pretty combination pieces 
that are partly a cabinet, partly writing-desk, 
and also a k-casc. Revolving stands for 
reference books are convenient in either sitting- 
room or library. ) 

CHAMBER FURNITURE, ETC. 

Simple suits either in Empire or English 
styles furnish chambers most tasteiullv, but 
there are also many elaborate suits rich with 
carving or iniaid panels. ‘The light woods, such 
as ssh. oak, or Virginia pine, are shown for sim- 
ple Engiish suits, while mahogany, rosewood, 
and ebony are ior costly rooms. Walnut fur- 
niture, if solid and well made, is always liked 
for rooms. The low fumniture is universal 
for chambers. The bea is low, with straight 
head and foot board, and the bureau bas low 
drawers with large square mirror. There is 
sometimes a dressing-table to match the suit, 
and often it is an odd piece. The English 
dressing-tables are especially liked in ebony or 
in ash wood, with square swingine-giass, very 
simple frame, small side drawers for toilette 
articles, larger drawers for laces or linen, and a 
place to rest the feet while thedady sits at ber 
toilette. Mahogauy Empire suits rival the Eu- 
glish insimplicity of design, or else they are cop- 
ied from genuine Napoleonic furniture that is 
heavily carved and mounted in brass. Laree 
square mirrors for bureaus and dressing stunds 
are luxuries that are insisted upon by purchasers, 
even though they may not be in keeping with 
the style of the furniture. For people of 
limited incomes English suits of ash or walnut 
containing eight pieces may be bad for $50; 
these have a bedstead, bureau, wash-stand, 
table, towel-rack, and three cane-seated chairs; 
the wood is oil-finished, without varnish or 
veneering, and the square glas“ is French plate; 
the rings and trimmings are brass. Other suits 
for $90 to ‘$150 are more decorated in various 
ways, but there are many still simpler, and with 
a smaller glass, sold as low as $55.

Thence 
the reporter meaudered. Schillo’s boy had not 
seen Dr. Meyer. A brother-in-iaw or brother of 
the Doctor, and who resembled him very much, 
had called during the day and hired a horse 
which had been hitched to the Doctor's buggy. 
The Doctor’s borse was hot allowed to leave the 
stable unless the Doctor called for it; and the 
boy knew. by the fact that the | horse 
had. not been out that the Doctor 
himself had not ealled for it. The 
same boy had heard that Dr. Meyer had re- 
moved to Milwaukee. A harnessmaker, whose 
shop is directly under the Doctor's office, had 
heard that the Voctor had gone away for a few 
davs fora rest. He did not think that he in- 
tended to remain away, bécause the furniture of 
his office had not been moved. 

The reporter then learued that Mrs. Gelder- 
man had removed from where sbe used 
to live—with der  busband’s ple—to 
No. 229 Fremont street. Thither the reporter 
went, and sure enough Mrs, Gelderman herself 
answered the ring of the door-bell.. She had 
seen the Doctor that day at noon, and had not 
heard that he had inteuded to leave town. 

The reporter had questioned a good many 
persons who do business in the vicinity of the 
Doctor's office, and they with one accord said 
that the man bad skipped out. it is certainly 
possible, and, if the Doetor is innocent, not at 
ail improbable, that he is still in this city. So 
long as there are rumors about bis whereabouts 
and insinuations as to his innocence, Dr. Meyer 
would do well to set himself right by making 
himself kuowu. '

Hyery phase 
of it was discussed, and from the 
start it was apparent that there was 
the widest differerce of opinion. Some wanted 
a convention held as early as the 3th, others 
thought this was too early, and still others that 
it would be wise not to make partisan nomina- 
tions..

THE JUDICIAL ELECTION. 

Though the political parties have not 
officially taken any action in this county 
looking to holding Conventions to nominate 
candidates for judicial offices, the general 
impression is that such Conventions will be 
held and such nominations made. It is the 
expectation that the time for holding the 
election for a Judge of the Superior Court 
will be changed from November to June, iu 
which case @ successor to Judge Moone 
will be chosen at the same time as the elec- 
tion for the five Judges of the Circuit Court. 
This will make the number, of Judges to be 
elected six. Of the present incumbents, 
three are Republicang and three are Demo- 
crats,—though none of the gentlemen have 
ever been known as partisans on the Bench. 

Ordinarily, for @ Bench of non-partisan 
officers, the present division would seem to 
satisfy the political feelings. of all parties. 
It is possible that nine-tenths of the people 
of this county of all parties would be con- 
tent with a Bench of Judges three belong- 
ing to each party. There are, however, in 
both parties a number of gentlemen who seek 
the office of Judge, and who rely upon party 
machinery to be nominated and to be elected. 
The re-election of the present Judges will 
necessarily exclude the election of three as- 

piring Dem®orats, and as many Repub- 
lioans; therefore it is probable that there will 
be tyelve candidates, six of each party, 
not including those named by the several 
wings of the Greenbackers and by the So- 
cialiste. Six years ago the people of this 
county cordially united in re-slecting the whole 
number of Circuit Judges then on the Bench, 
and we, have never heard that either polit- 
ical party or the public interests suffered by 
that proceeding, The use of the party ma- 
chinery may be the best mode of selecting 
candidates at this time, but party machinery 
does not afford any guarantee that the most 
fitting men will be selected, and certainly it 
Javolves the ibility, if. not the certainty, 
of defeating of the present Judges and 
the election of three strangers. The changes 
may prove for the best ; but the business of 
swapping experienced and tried Judges for 
new men is so hazardous that we have no ques- 
tion that thousands of voters of all parties 
will, despite party nominations, unite and 
vote to elect the present six Judges without 
teferencg to their politics. — 

An election for six Judges, with each party 
having a full ticket of opposing candidates, 
will offend the sense of propriety of thou- 
sands of voters, whose desire for the con- 
tinuance of an honest and long-tried judi- 
Still, if the caucus think proper to exercise 
its power, it is to be hoped that in selecting 
candidates each Convention will remember 
that public as wellas party safety depends 
upon the selection of suitable persons, and 
that it is an insult to public intelligence to 
nominate men for Judgeships when the 
principal recommendation ef such men is 
their ability as partisans and politicians.

On the contrary, there is a constant stream 
of the landless whites of the Southern States 
to the Northwest, and ev laborer, 
white or black, who departs reduces the 
means of cultivation,—thereby reducing the 
amount of cultivation, This exodus espe- 
cially threatens the Cotton and Sugar States, 
where human labor is essential to production. 

The New York Herald has compiled a state- 
mont of the history of immigration to this 
country from Europe, which is of interest 
in connection with this African exodus from 
the South. Up to July, 1877, from 1789, 
the total alien arrivals in the United States 
amounted to 9,880,798, The annual arrivals 
did not exceed 10,000 until 1824; in 1886, 
they teached 76,000; in 1842, they num“ 
bered 104,000, and fell off again until 1843, 
when the number was 114,000; they con- 
tinued to incréase yearly, and in 1854 the 
number wag.427,000. That number was not 
equaled again until 1872, when it was 449,- 
000, Of the whole number of arrivals, 
8,004,160, or more than four-fifths, reached 
this country between July, 1846, and July, 
1877. 

Since 1847 to March, 1879, no less than 
5,732,000 landed in New York City alone. 
The immigrants have not come in propor- 
tionate numbers as to dates, In some years 
the Germans have been in the majority, and 
in other years the Irish; other nationalities 
have come in large numbers in some years, 
and then in small numbers at other dates. 
From 1847 to 1851 the Irish exceeded the 
Germans; from 1851 to 1858 the Germans 
exceeded the Irish; the Irish then took the 
lead until 1865, since which date the Ger- 
mans have been more numerous, Since 1847 
the percentage of aliens landed at New York 
has been: Irish, 85.28; German, 37.96; 
other countries, 26.76. The Herald classes 
those arriving in that city since 1847 by 
nativity and religion as follows: |

One of the most interesting features of 
this subject is the question Where do these 
people go? This of course must be largely 
conjectural. A large number ‘reach New 
York without any fixed determination 
where they will go, and for a time remain 
there, and eventüaliy find their way to other 
parts of the country. In 1878 there were 
80,000 aliens landed in New York Oity, and 
these gave as their future destination the 
following:

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The significant fact given by these 44 
is the absence of any migration to the South- 
ern States. It is as noticeable now as it was 
before the abolition of slavery. 
mans have of late years gone into Texas, 
where they have become farmers, and where 
land is plenty and can be had at small cost 
and in any desired quantity. The plantation 
system of confining the cultivable land to a 
few owners is not possinle in Texas, and 
therefore that State offers inducements to 
immigrants not afforded by the otherSouthern 
States. Those few foreigners who go to the 
other Southern States generally remain in 
the cities. The foreign-born population in 
the Southern States is numerically very 
small. It was the ex of the South- 
ern statesmen that white labor would pour 
into the South after the War, and thus drive 
out the free-negro labor, which had become 
clamorous for wages, No such migration 
white labor has taken place. While the tide 
of European immigration has poured con- 
stantly to this eountry since our War, no 
part of it has gone South. Free labor will 
not remain ‘or go where it dpes not own the 
land it cultivates; and the South must learn 
that if it has any hope to receive white 
labor, or retain the black labor, it must sur- 
render the ownership of the land to those 
who are to cultivate it.

THEODORE THOMAS’ TRIUMPH. 

New York has at last confessed that she can- 
not get along without TuzoporEe THomMas, and 
that in his absence her musical interests have 
been suffering. It will be remembered that Mr. 
, Tuomas, who had previous! v been known chiefly 
Jas the conddetor of the THomas Orchestra, was 
elected as Director of the New York Philhar- 
monic Society shortly after the close of his re- 
markabie Chicago season in the Exposition 
Building. Dr. Daunoscn, the present leader 
of the New York Oratorio Society, bad previous- 
ly held the position, but the Directory was dis- 
satisfied, and unanimously tendered the posi- 
tion to Mr. Taomas, who, after long delibera- 
tion, consented to accept it upon condition that 
he should be absolute in all musical matters. 
The condition was agreed to, and Mr. Taomas, 
after consolidati the best material of 
his own  prebesira with the best of 
the Philharmonic, went to work with 
hig. scustomary energy. and ability, and 
gave New. Tork the best music it ever had. The 
returns, however, were not a sufficient compen- 
sation for his work, and, besides that, be was tn 
arrears to his old orchestra. Unfortunately 
about this time a breach occurred between him 
and bis veteran manager, Mr. Gosch. ‘lhe 
New York cliques worked against him, and it is 
not to be wondered that he became restless and 
discontented. In this frame of mind a flattering 
offer reached him, amply guaranteed, to take 
charge of the new College of Musie in Cinein- 
nati at a large salary for a term of years. He 


‘at once accepted it, and removed with his fam- 
ily to that city, He has made, what almost 


every one considered a very hazardous experi- 
ment, a great success, and has given Cincinnati 
and its college a widespread reputation, and 
next spring will probably crown his labors with 
one of the grandest festivals this corny bas 
ever known. 

Meanwhile the New York Philharmonic Society 
elected ADOLPH Nzusnbokrr its conductor, 
and laid out a scheme of symphony concerts,and 
two more orchestras appeared in the field under 
the lead of Dr. Damneson and Mr. Caripene, 
each with its symphony!programmes. With the 
exception of the New York Tribune, the entire 
New York press either assailed or ridiculed Mr. 
Tuomas for leaving, belittied his prospects in 
the West, and, afterthe fashion of those papers, 
made sport of Western provincialism. The 
illustrated papers eartooned Mr. Tuomas un- 
mercifully, the sprightly Puek being specially 
severe in ite caricaturés.’ All were agreed that 
inside of a year Mr. TuQMas would come back 
to New York hatless, ¢oatless, and peanpiless, 
begging forsometningteade., All were agreed that 
Mr. N BUEBNDORFF was.ase@bile a conductor as Mr. 
THomas, while Daunen and CaxLeeRG would 
show that New Yorkeguid get along without 
him, He Jaughs longest who laughs last, how- 
ever. Mr. THomas went quietly to work with- 
out paying any attention to newspaper criti- 
cisms or assaults, and results are now begin- 
ping to tell. Meaowhije. Damroscu and CARL 
BERG led their res pectiveorgavizations into finao- 
cml chaos, and NTUENDOR rr. who bad taken 
Mr. Tuomas’ place, h ved a failure. Even 
the New Yor Times, Which is no friend of Mr. 
‘fwomas, says: It has been quite evident that 
a mistake was made when Mr. Nux vonrr 
was selected for this responsible post, under the 
impression that he would add strength to the 
Society. He mt 28 % best in the position, 
but has been of no adyautage to the mufical 
character of the Society, and his name bag prob- 


ably been of still less social weight in increasing 


the revenues apd sdding subscribers to 
the list of members, His direction 
the orchestra as shown vigor, but 
a roughness and jack of contro that 
do not warrant his contisuance is so eminent a 
position.” On Tuesday last the Philharmonic 
Society held its annual meeting for the election 
of officers. It was at once apparent that the 
Society was bent upon @ change, Ou the firat 
ballet for conductor ‘the vote stood 54 for 
Tuomas, 9 for Dr. Dax RO, and 6 for NUN 
porrr: The minority subsequently changed 
their votes so that Mr. THomMss became the 
choice of the whole Society. The Directors 
will soon have a conference with Mr. Tuomas, 
and it will then be determined whether arrange- 
ments can be made to permit of his accepting 
the conductorship. . The result is a triumph for 
Mr. Tuouas upon his merits. New York has 
had ample opportunity to test her ability to get 
along without him, and throws up the sponge. 
It may be that he will not be able to go, in the 
midst of his numerops duties m Cincinnati, 
though, as ne has to goto Brooklyn at intervals 
to conduct, he might include the two cities at 
the same time. It is a little remarkable, how- 
ever, that a city which boasted its independence 
of Mr. THomas and its ability to get along 
without him should have to depend upon the 
province city - Cincinnati for its conductor.

GEORGE W. WEBER. 

George W. Weber, a brother of the murdered 
man, was called, and testified as follows: 

I reside at No. 621 Fullerton avenue. My 
brother, Theodore, was 54 years of age, and a 
native of Germany. I have known Mrs. Robert, 
say, for twenty years. She came to my house 
on Fullerton avenue about 7 o’clock one even- 
ing, two or three months ago,—about a week 
before she cummenced. the suit against my 
brother. She said she wanted to see me pri- 
vately. I told her I had nothing private with 
her; that if she wanted to say anything 
she could say it before my wife and 
children, who were in the room. She 
said. ‘I want to see you about your brother. 
You know | have got some business, don’t you, 
with vour brother’ I said, ‘1 don’t want to 
heve anything to do with that,’ and she said, ‘I 
know you bave great influence over your 
brother, and I have come up here to see you for 
the last time. From you I shall go to Mr.

the Grand Jury & Cook County. 

In a moment more the — was discharged, 
and the room was soon deserted. 

There was very jittle talk, if any, among the 
jury when deliberating as to the propriety of 
ringing in Henry Greenebaum, for the reason, 
as afterwards exvressed by one of the good men 
and true, that they couldn’t get him any way; 
that there was no n bringing him isto 
the matter; that in short he was too remote for 
them to ever think of holding him. 


IN GENERAL. 


SKETCH OF THE DECEASED. 

Theodore B. Weber was born in Alsenz, Rhep- 
ish Bavaria, Germany, April 29, 1825. He hada 
good elementary school education, and attended 
a high school for several years, He came to 
this country alone, when 16 years old, without 
any means to speak of, He settled first at St. 
Louis, and remained there until 1846. During 
this period he was engaged as clerk in the mer- 


cantile business. When the Mexican war broke 


out he enlisted as a private ina St. Louis vol- 
unteer company, took part in several engage- 


ments, and was honorably dischargea at the“ 


close of the war. After his return to St. Loui’ 
from Mexico he carried on the business of 
a clotbier and merchant tailor ia that 
cit wit his then partner, Mr. 
Ballence, under the firm name of Ballance & 
Weber. The partnership continued until about 
1851 or 1852, when be removed to Burlington, 
Ia., and established himself there in the same 
business. Im 1554 he formed a partuership with 
his brother, . W. Weber, and opened a 
wholesale boot and shoe house in Burlington, in 
which business he continued,under the firm 
name of I. B. Weber & Co., until 1862, when, 
with bis brother, he removed to Chicago, where 
they established themselves in the same busi- 
ness, Theodore changing his relations to the 
Arm afew years since from a general to a 
special partner. When. the German Nationa! 
Bank orgaoized, under the management of 
Henry Greenebaum, Mr. Weber was transacting 
his financial business with Mr. Coolbaugh, who 
had become his personal friagd during his res- 
dence in Burlington. Being always ready and 
anxious to adva ermah-American institu- 
tions, and havi ll confidence in the integrity 
and business capacity ot Mr. Greenebaum, Mr. 
Weber invested as a stockholder in the German 
National and German Savings Banks to the 
amount of $30,000. With what sort of success 
this investment was rewarded is aiready known, 
Mr. Weber's integrity as a merchant was 
beyond question or cavil. He passed 
the ordeal of several commercial panies, and in 
the Chicago fire his loss was very heavy indeed, 
including not only his stock in trade bu also 
his homestead. in spite of all this, he scorned 
to make any settlement for less than the full 
amount of bis indebtedness, ing his credit- 
ors.

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OBITUARY. 


ROBERT C. RANKIN. ‘ 

News was received yesterday of the death, at 
Wyoming, Hamilton County, Omo, at 6 o’clock; 
at the home of his sister, of Robert C. Rankin, 
one of the oldest attaches of the Chicago office 
of, the Western Union Telegraph Company, and 
one of the best kpown telegraphers in the 
Northwest. Mr. Rankin, who was born in Ohio, 
came to this city along about 1849, and was em- 
pioved as an operator either in the office of the 
Speed line, the first one which came into thecity 
or of the O'Reilly lunes, which soon succeeded 
it. He remained bere, becoming an operator 
for the Ulinois & Mississippi lines, which swal- 
lowed ups good many of the preliminary at- 
tempts at telegraphing in this State, and about 
1857 or 1858 became the manager of the local 
office of the Lilinois & Mississippi lines, and con- 
tinued in that position after the last-named cor- 
poration was absorbed by the Western Union. 
During the War, in addition to holding this 

osition, be was Associated-Press agent for the 

tern, Western, and California Associations, 
and also ran the commercial news busin as 
it was called. He moved with the telegraph ones 
from its old quarters at the southeast corver 
of Clark and Lake streets to those which the 
Western Union occupied at the time of the fire, 
on the northwestern corner of LaSalle 
Washington, streets, and continued until after 
the fre, when, on account of bis nabits, which 
had become very bad, it was necessary to drop 
bins. He remained a victim to intemperance for 
some time, but finally made a desperate, per- 
sistent, and successful effort to redeem him- 
self, and went back into the employ of the 
Western Union, though in a subordinate 
position. He kept straight abead until last 
summer, when he had a paraiytic stroke, 
since which time he had been steadily failing, 
On the 7th ef last montb the boys in the office 
made uv 4 purse of $150 and sent him home to 
his sister in Wyoming, hoping that freedom 
from work and change of air would improve 
him. It did not, however, as be died yesterday 
as stated. Mr. Rankin, while in his e, was 
a man of great executive ability. He was the 
Nestor of the telegrapk r ol this section,

We have several times stated that the reports 
of sales of meats in this market are not to be 
depended upon asa guage of the demand for 
shipment. It was incidentally mentioned 
Saturday that one firm. had sold 1,200 boxes 
meats the previous day, not one of which was 
given to the reporters. The same house has 
shipped out about 25,000,000 lbs of stuff within 
the last forty days. 


The freight situation is unchanged. Carriers 
still ask 4c for corn by rail to Buffalo, and will 


take no less. Several vessels have left to take 
cargoes of lumber and ore, but it was estimated 
Saturday that there would not be far from 2,000,- 
000 Jess grain capacity bere during Sunday. 

Some of the vessel men have thought that the 
addition of ge per bu to the storage charges 
will form a powerful inducement to shippers to 
accede to their terms before Monday night: but 
som@ shippers hinted that they should modify 
their bids to ge if 3e were not accepted during 
Monday, making the carrier instead of the ship- 
per pay the extra storage. Shippers say that 
there is no inducement to them to give in, as 15c 
per 100 Ibs by rail to New York is much cheaper 
than 4e by water to Buffalo, and the leading 


shippers are understood to hold unexpired con- 


tracts at 15c. . 

The leading produce markets were tame and 
easier during Saturday. Provisions declined, 
though bogs were quoted 5@10c per 100 bbe 
higher. Wheat weakened early under the re- 
ceipt of news that qt had rained extensively in 
Minnesota and other parts of the Northwest, 
and this feeling prevailed through the greater 
part of the sessfolf, though some claimed that 
the full extent of the rainfall was couched in a 
few local showers.’ It was also whispered as 
certain that a prominent firm which had beeu 
extensively long om wheat, had sold out all their 
interest during Friday, leaving a great deal less 
of capital under it han beretofore. A partial 
rally was experienced in wheat the latter 
part of the session. Corn was easier 
in sympathy with wheat, while oats were firm 
as u consequence of light deliveries on May 
contracts, with some demand to fill shorts for 
this month. Other grain was quoted stronger. 
The trading all round was chiefly speculative. 
The local atmosphere was more promising for 
rain than it had been for a good while previous- 
ly, ang the reports that rain had fallen in the 
country aronnd us revived the hopes of many 
who had hitherto feared for the crop yield of 
1879. They felt that the prospects were favor- 
able for a good, if not a bounteous, harvest. ae 

The movement in staple and fancy dry-goods 
reached very fair proportions, though in com- 
parison with the condition of trade a fortnight 
ago the “market at present is quiet. Prices re- 
main as firm as before. Groceries were quoted 
fairly active, firm, and unchanged. In the dried 
fruit and canned goods market there was a fair 
velume of business and a pretty steady set of 
prices. Fish were unchanged. Ihe demand for 
butter was reported fair at about former fig- 
ures, the market being comparatively steady at 
the recent decline. But little was doing in the 
cheese market, and prices Were weak and de- 
ciining. New, part skim, was freely offered at 
5\4@6i¢c. Jobbers of oils had nothing new to 
report. Trade was good at previous prices. 
Tobacco continues to meet with an active de- 
mand, and at the lately modified prices the 
market is firm. It will be some days yet before 
jobbers are in a position to fill orders with their 
accustomed promptness. The coal market was 
weak at $4.50 for anthracite and at 83.0004. 50 
for bituminous. 

Lumber was fairly active at the yards at un- 
altered prices. The cargo market was quiet, 
the offerings being small. The receiots of 
Jumber continue rather light, and the fleet due 
this week is said to be asmalione. ‘The piner- 
ies are reported to be very dry, and the prospect 
of getting many logs before the June rains is 
said to be poor. The, wool market was easy un- 
der fair offerings, with a growing desire to sell 

as the season for new Wool draws near. Broom- 
corn, hides, and hay were steady. Seeds were 
quiet, being firmly held, especially timothy, 
which was slow at the prices asked for. it, 
Potatoes were sick,“ the su pply being unusu- 
ally heavy, and lower prices failed to attract 
many buyers. The late Eastern demand and 
rise in local prices have drawn supplies here 
from all parts of the Northwest, and the mar- 
ket is at present overstocked. Poultry was 
steady.

The recent murder trial in this county was the 
occasion of a vast amount of personal defama- 
tion and abuse of persons not connected with 
the case, except remotely and indirectly. This 
is one of the penalties to which ali persons are 
liable who are so unfortunate as to be witnesses, 
or even acquaintances or neighbors, of the par- 
ties involved in lawsuits. in the recent 
Mr. Thomas B. Boyd was especially unfortunate. 
It so happened that before the trial one of the 
counsel in prepsring the mind of the jury for 
the Gefense indulged in some rather wild 
predictions of what would be presented in 
evidence. He was especially denunciatory of 
Mr. Bovd, whom he held up to the publicio a 
most offensive light. Upon the trial not one 
word of evidence appeared sustaining in any way 
this wholesale denunciation. 

That kind of talk, bowever, was gratifying to 
a certain class of people who really enjoy ber- 
sonal abuse of any person, no matter whether 
the abuse be warranted or not. Siuce then small 
imitators, without the exeuse of the counsel, 
have endeavored to renew the caricature which 
bad already become stale.

ALL MEN ARE LIARS. 
Sou REFLECTIONS BY PROF. swLyg. 
The Alliance. 

The,Psalmist rather apologized for the re- 
mark that all men are liars. He goes so far as 
to state that the allegation Was made in haste. 
It is not particular to he modern reader just 
how sweeping the ancient intended to be, bat it 
is of great importance to note that the world 
has made progress since the days of King David, 
for no one would now-say, even in that 
all men are liars, Exceptions to the rule have 
become quite numerous of late times, so that 
the word all ean no longer be used by calm and 
thoughtful persons. Only a reckless scold 
could affirm mendacity of all mankind. George 
Washington disturbed the long succession to 


which the Psalmist alluded; and since Washing- 


ton, almost each village or each large town has 
been able to point to some one man who was 
almost certain to speak the truth. There being 
about 3,000 towns in the United States, and ad- 
mi¢ting that there is one man jin each town who 
is stubboruly opposed to falsehood, this would 
give us quite an army of persons who can state 
the fact so tar as they knoy it, 

In Cincinnati, thirty yeats ago, there was a 
lawyer who who would not tell a lie. He may 
indeed now be dead, and there may not be, in 
that city, any living successor, but the existence 
of that one lawyer, of that mental and moral 
quality, would show that we are living in an 
age that is liable to produce truthful men, and 
that if this liability is not just now blessing our 
city it must be at work in some other metropo- 
lis. That one attorney following so close upon 
the departing heel of George Washington 
speaks volumes in favor of the progress of 
veracity fo our century. There is not indeed 
conclusive evidence that Chieago or St. Louis 
has the actual duplicate of that Cincinnati bar- 
rister, but the drift of the age is such that we 
are almost warranted in saying that so large a 
city as Chicago must posse its legal bar 
some one mind which is ¢ I to state the 
existing as existing.

LINCOLN. 
DID HE WRITE AN INVIDELISTIC BOOK!—HIS 
RELIGIOUS VIEWS. 
Wasnmarox, D. C., April 19, 1879.— T the 
Editor of the Cincinnati Commercial: The Gom- 
mercial of the 16th inst. contained a letter from 


Mr. Reuben Dailey, editor of the Jeffersonvilie 


(Ind.) News, inquiring as to the truth of the 
statement that Abraham Lincoln once wrote a 
book refuting the miracles and superstitions of 
Christianity,” with an allusion to the circum- 


is of absorbing interest to at least thirty mill- 
ions of the people of the United States, your 
correspondent thought it worth while to look 
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with Mr. Herndon at Springfield for local busi- 


ness. Thus for many years these two men 
“traveled the circuit”? together, in such rela- 
tions that they could not but become thorough- 
ly acqtainted. When Mr. Lincoin was made 
President he appointed Mr. Lamon Marshal of 
the District of Columbia, and the intimacy 
formed in Dilinois continued up to the day of 
the assassination. I have often talked with Mr. 


Lamon of Mr. Lincoln, and am impressed that 


ié man ever loved man, Lamon loved Lincoln. 
I say this because so much bas been printed in 
criticism of Lamon’s biography of Lincoln, ad- 
verse to Lamon, and calculated to induce the 
inference that he was Lincoln’s foe rather than 
his friend. Lamon’s work was candid, and 
with much less bias than would naturally have 
been suspected from so warm a friend. The 
biographer felt that the best praise he could 


give the dead hero was the simple, colorless | 


narration of his life, and this he gave, naught 
extenuate nor aught set down in malice. 

Lamon’s “ Life of Lincoln’ gives the precise 
facts as to the question presented by Mr. Dailey. 
Webster defines an infidel as follows: (a) Dis- 
believing the inspiration of the ar 
the divine institution of Christianity. (n) A dis- 
believer; a free-thinker; especially one who 
disbelicves in the divine origin and authority of 
Christianity.” 

Under that definition Abraham Lincoln (I 
speak by the authority of Col. Lamon) was un- 
doubtedly an infidel. He could not, as thou- 
sands of 1 men to-day cannot, and did not 
believe t Jesus Christ was the Son of God, 
nor that the Scriptures were “inspired,” nor 
that the institution of Christianity was of 
divine origin and authority.“ Weknow that, in 
the general sense of the term, Mr. Lincoln was 
a deeply religious man, and who can tell how 
often be yearned to believe that which he actu- 
ally could not? We meet such men every day. 

Mr. Lincolu did, in 1834, while living at New 
Salem, write what has been styled a bock,“ 
in which he expressed his reasons for disbelief 
in the accepted orthodox institution of Chris- 
tianity, but the writing never was published. 
The community in which be was living (he was 
then only 25 years old, and had not yet ad- 
mitted to the bar) was a free-thinking communt- 
ty, The utmost license was given to thought 
on\eligious topics, and no one was held to ac- 
count for any pecuifarity that his views on reli- 
gion might nave. ‘The doctrinés of Christianity 
formed a frequent topic of discussion among the 
villagers as they sut about the fire in the 
„store or tavern during the long winter 
nights, and in these discussions, it may readily 
de understood, a man of Lincoln’s active mind 
could not remain silent. Finally he put his 
views on paper, and one evening at Hill’s 
store’’ he read essay (for it could scarcely 
be dignified by a larger title, as it was nothing 
more than a scrawl, more or less hastily pre- 
pared) to those who happened to be present. In 
his essay he gave the reasons why he denied 
the divinity of Jesus Christ, and expressed 
his dissent from the doctrines of Christianiry,, 
not flippantly nor lightly, but in a serions, 
manly way, as became an expression on a mat- 
ter of such grave importance. ‘The manuscript 
never saw daylight again. Mr. Hill, the pro- 
prietor of the store,“ who was also a disbde- 
liever, was a warm friend and admirer of the 
young infidel, and he saw that if the essay 
should remain in existence, it might some day 
become a stumbling bleck in the way of his 
temporal advancement. He, therefore, without 
ado or ceremony, himself of the 
document, and tbrust it inte the fire, where it 
was destroyed forthwith. | 

But an infidel is not necessarily an atheist. 
Mr. Lincoln had the firmest and tenderest be- 
lief in a God, an All-Father, an overruling 
Providence, and it would almost seem that in 


proportion that he could not believe in Jesus 


a he loved and reverenced the All- 
ather. 

He believed that Jesus Christ was of human 
origin, not in any sense more than any other 
man the Son of God; be believed Him to be the 
most, if nut the only, perfect man that ever 
lived. And he believed the Bible to be the best 
code Of morals ever vouchsafed to the wor 
but he believed it to be the work of un 
man.

JERUSALEM, Syria, March 28, 1879.—My Dran 
Uncite: We have deen in Palestine about ten 
days, and have already made a pilgrimage to the 
Dead Sea and the Jordan. There were only five 
travelers in our party, though counting the 
Sheikh we took with us for protection from the 
Bedouins of the desert, our dragoman, and the 
servants of the camp, we numbered about a 
dozen more. It was such a novel experience,

ay INTERESTING SKETCH OF 4N ACTOR'S ca- 
REER. 

Every playgoing generation has its idol, and 
every country bas its representative actor. France 
pad herLemaitre, Germany her Devrient. y her 
gaivini, England has had her Garrick, ber 
her Macready, and now has her Irving; while Ameri- 
ca bas boasted and stilt boasts of the greatness of 
ber Forrest, and the present generation, the majority 
of them at least, have placed Edwin Booth in the 

jon of a dramatic master. There may be 
great difference of opinion regarding his histrionic 

rs. there may be evidence that in certain 
qgnarters he is losing the hold he once had, but 
there can be no doubt of the universal affection 
ind the proud sense of proprietorsbip in his tri- 
umphs entertained by the patrons of the theatre 
throughout the land. The sympathetic expressions 
of the press and the people over his late attempted 
assassination prove this. 

No name is more familiar in this country than 
that of Edwin Booth, yet few outside the limits of 
the theatre are acquainted with the events of his 
ute. For the benefit of that few we will briefly 
sketch them. Edwin was one of a family of ten 
children, the father of whom was Junius Brutus 
Booth, a star who reigned forty years ago. Near 
Baltimore, Md., on the 13th of November, 1833, 
Edwin was born. Like many members of the pro- 
fession, it is said, the father was averse to his son's 
adoption of the stage; but this objection must 
nave been Of a passive nature, for frequent- 
ty the elder Booth” would take the 
poy from school to attend him on pro- 
fessional travels, when he would act as his father's 
sitendant or ‘‘dresser.”

NEW YORK. 
GOTHAM CRAZY OVER “ FATINITZA.” 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New Yoru, April 30.—The metropolis is gradu- 
ally becoming about as daft over **‘ Fatinitza” as 
it was regarding ‘‘Pinafofe.”’ We must have 
something to be excited about, you know, and if 
we can’t raise a chap with original ideas concern- 
ing the effect of bujlets upon prominent actors, 
why it's well enough, I suppose, to let our exuber- 
ance out through the more harmicss channel which 
„ Fatinitza affords. 

The piece is of German origin, I believe, and 
was evolved from the brain of the composer Suppe. 
During ai) bis earlier life this man worked with 
wonderful industry. but had no retern whatever 
for his labore. Now, with his old age, the fruits 
of his genius are ripening with almost startling 
rapidity, and he is piling one success upon another. 
In Vienna, his **Boccacio” is now running to 
enormous patronage. Here. we have Fatinitza 
in doth English and German, and the.probabilities 
are that the country will soon be flooded with com- 
panies who propose to do this piece, just as it was 
with ‘* Pinafore” parities. 

The story of Fatinitza is simple, but it is 
full of a rolhcking sort of humor which insures its 
instant popularity with American audiences. The 
first act discloses the interior of a Russian fortress 
on the banks of the Danube, with the Turkish lines 
in sight just across the river. After some pre- 
hminary concerted music su by # company of 
effeminate cadets, who are under the Captainship 
of a young officer named Vladimir, there 16 a 
noisy bustle. and a war correspondent who is sus- 
pected of being a spy is brought into camp. Upon 
proving his any he is liberated, and, discover - 
ing an old friend in Viadimir, he determines to 
stay with the Russians. For their own amusement 
the officers determine to produce a play which has 
been written by the young war correspondent, and 

Viadimir dresses up in female attire for the pur- 
pose of portraying the heroine. The rest of the 
cadets, having fished out a lot of extraordinary 
costumes, are all dressed up ready to play their 
parts, when Gen. Kantschakof, a surly old soldier 
who is in charge of that division of the 
army, suddenly makes his appearance uvon 
the scene. Intensely angered by the breach 
of discipline, he orders some terrible 
Russian punishment to be meted out to the offend- 
ing cadets. Hereupen, Viadimir, dressed as a 
woman, makes his appesrance. and the burly old 
General proceeds to fall desperately in love with 
the  Fatinitza. he young officer, taking 
advan of that circumstance, succreds in secur- 
ing the freedom of his feliow-soldiers, who retire 
with great enthusiasm.

DEBUTS IN LONDON.

the time of the story, connected with the Metro- 


politan Hotel. 
It was in 1862,” eald Mr. Leland toa Times 


reporter yesterday. when I was in the Metro- 
politan Hotel. I was just on the eve of taking 
a trip to California, and Judge C, of Illinois, 
wlo was a guest in the house, was going too, 
but he was going one steamer ahead of me. It 
was on a Friday, and the Judge’s steamer was 
to sail the next day. On Friday evening the 
Judge went out for a walk, saying to me, as Be 
left the hotel, that he was sorry we could not 
go together in the same steamer. But I bad 

engaged for a steamer that was to sail 
the following Monday, and could not very well 
change. Judge C. went out ind walked down 
Broadway toward the St. Nicholas. He had 
gone only a few blocks when de met a friend 
from Chicago, and they stopped and had some 
conversation onthe sidewalk. The street at 
that time of the evening was not crowded, and 
the two men, standing there quietly, occasioned 
no inconvenience; but, while ther were still 
talking, a policeman, a little the worse for whis- 
ky, came wp, and ordered them to move on.“ 

„will not move on,’ said Judge C., who 
was not very well acquainted wit the ins and: 
outs of Metronolitan life. ‘lam an American

“This angered the officer, and he arrested 
the Judge and took him to t the old police sta- 
tion on Marion street, of which Capt. William- 
son was then in charge. About au hour later I 
received a verv urgent note from the Judge, 
begging me to hurry to the police station and 
get him out. He did not know that by a law, 
then recently passed, ne could not be liberated 
before — without getting a Police Justice 
to hear the charge against him. But I went 
around tothe police station without delay, and 
asked to see him. They took me down into the 
prison-pen, and there stood the Judge in the 
middle of his cell, looking the picture of despair. 

„% For Heaven's sake. Leland,’ said he, get 


me out of this. The place is so covered with 


vermin that I don't dare to move.“ 

“I was acquainted with the Captaig,” Mr. 
Leland continued, and explained to Hm that 
the Judge had been arrested on account of the 
officiousness of a drunken officer, and asked 
permission for him to spend the night up-stairs, 
in the Captain's private room. The permission 
was granted, and I went ous to get the Judge 
some refreshments. 

“While we were down in the prison my atten- 
tion was attracted by a young girl in the cell 
nearest the door, who was down on her knees on 
the stone floor praying earnestly that the money 
she was accused of stealing micht be found, and 
she liberated. ‘Oh, my rod,’ said she, in a 
voice balf smothered with tears, · may the money 
be found and my innecerce be proved; what 
will become of my invalid mother and my dear 
little brother if lam sent to prison?’ She was 
terribly in earnest, and used much better lan-

I afterward learned that her 
father was a German and her mother an Italian.

„When i returned with the Judge's refresh- 
ments,“ Mr. Leland went on, I found an- 
other of the Metropolitan Hotel guests, a Mr.

tain. He said that be had been robbed of a 
pocketbook containing $400 by a ng waiter- 
gir) fo a lager-beer saloon, an Seon at, 
caused the girl’s arrest. I soon learn tat 
the girl he complained of was the prisoner I 
had beard praying in ber cell. I told Mr. B—— 
that I was sure 2 ＋ could not be the thief, 
for I had heard praying so earnestly for 
the finding of the Tost money, but be was sure 
that she had stolen ft. He went into the lager 
beer saloon, he said, and sat down and ordered 
some beer, and when he went to pay for it bis 
pocketbook was missihg. Noone had been 
near bim in the saloon but this waiter-girl, and 
he was very determined in branding her as the 
guilty person, and insisted ubon appearing 
against her. Mr. B. had only arrived from Con- 
necticut that same afternoon, and 1 was 
sure of the girl's innocence 
that 1 interested myself in ter behalf. 
and questioned the gentleman closely as 
to where he had been since he had reached New 
York. He said that he went straight to the 
Metropolitan Hotel in the afternoon, went to 
Niblo’s Garden Theatre in the evening, and 
from there went to the beer saloon in a road- 
way basement, and there discevered his loss. 

“+ ‘Then come * with me to the hotel,’ I 
said to him.“ Mr. Leland continued, and we 
will go down to. the theatre, and see whether we 
can find any trace of your pocketbook there.’ 
The Metropolitan Hote) office, you remember 
has a door opening directly into the theatre. 1 
took him through the office into the lobby, and 
we woke up the nicht watchman, who bad gone 
to sleep, for it was getting late. I told the 
watchman that we were looking for something 
that had been lost, and he unlocked the door 
aud lit the gas.

FOREIGN GOSSIP. 


‘WILLS AND BEQUESTS.” 
Philadelphia Press. 

Under the above title, a good deal of curiosity, 
public as well as individual, is constantly on the 
gu ne. A rich person dies, and immediately 
peaple begir to speculate upon, and inquire in- 
to, the disposition, by last will and testa- 
ment,“ of his or her property. One of the Lon- 
dou journals goes to the expense, and takes the 
trouble of sending a reporter down to the Pre- 
rogative Office, where wills are kept on file, 
after having been admitted to probate. It costs 
only @ shilling to read any will, ancient or mod- 
ern, in this receptacle, but no one is permitted 
to copy s line of it, witnout bemg 
. heavily for an ‘* office 
copy of the whole document. The public 
revenue profits largely dy bequeathed 
wealth. The Government tax on probates of 
wills and letters of administration is on a slid- 
ing scale, beginning with £2 on property of £100 
and under £200, to which one-third more is 
added if there be no will, and gradually rising 
to £13,500 on the amount of £900,000 to £1,000,- 
000, which is increased to £20,250 if no will was 
male. ‘The lowest probate duty is 10 shillings. 
In addition, legacy duty is payable on all sums 
E varying from 1 to 10 per cent (ac- 

ing to the relationship). ‘The only exemp- 
tioh is where the legatee is the wife or husband 
of the testator or testatrix, or where the legacy 
is under £20. When it is desired to bequeath 
£3 to any one person, it is usual to leave one 
shilling less than that sum, ip order to escape 
payment of the legacy duty. 

We have before us, zu a London paper of 
March 29, the Wills and Bequests” summary, 
which conveys an average and accurate accouut 
of the most important testamentary disposition 
of wealth, proved in the preceding week. 
Lady Anva Gore Langton, a Duke’s daughter, 
left persepai property to the amountof £120,000. 
Lady Jane Hay left £10,000, out of Which £1,000 
passed into the bank account af the Bible So- 
ciety. Count Achille Baraguey d’Hilliers, Mar- 
shal of France, left 414000 personal estate in 
Engiand. Mr. John Yerkins, of Lincolnshire, 
bequeathed £90,000. Mr. John Venables,’ of 
Essex, left £60,000, and Mr. Von Ronn, late of 
Nottingham, left £50,000. It will be noticed, 
perhaps, that in each of these cases probate 
and legacy duties have been leviable upon
